Judge E. A.Brat­ 
ton, now on tne bench, refused to run 
for a renomination, holding that De­ 
kalb county, and not Steuben, ought to 
have the nomination this year. 
The 
nomination was made by acclamation, 
and the utmost good feeling marked 
the convention. 
It is confidently as­ 
serted that Judge Mountz will be elect­ 
ed. He is a member of the law firm of 
Mountz & Brinkerhoff. 
He was born 
in Steuben county in 1871. 
He grad­ 
uated from the DePauw university law 
school in 1894. 
He has practiced law 
at Barrett since 1895. 
The law’ firm 
with which he is now identified was 
formed in 1904. 
Judge Mountz has 
had a large practice. 
He is a hard 
worker and a speaker of unusual abil­ 
ity. 
He expects to make an active 
campaign for the whole Republican 
ticket in Steuben and Dekalb counties. 


Smith Askren of Harrison county, 
Democratic representative who voted 
for Senator Shively in 1909 while in­ 
structed by the home folks to vote for 
John W. Kern for United States sena­ 
tor, is another one of the secret ballot 
caucus members who found the voters 
aroused against trickery and double­ 
dealing.

W ashin gton , May 24.—The d ep art­ 
m en t of justice is goin g after the lum ­ 
ber trust. 
It has become kn own here 
th at for several m on ths agen ts of the 
d epartm en t have been in vestigatin g an 
alleged com bin ation am on g the lum ber 
d ealers w ith the id ea of 
begin n in g 
prosecution for violation of the S her­ 
m an an ti-trust act. 
Ju st how soon 
proceed in gs will be begun or w here 
such action will be taken was n ot d i­ 
vulged . 
It is the belief of officials here that 
practically every con cern of con se­ 
quen ce in the coun try is in terested in 
th e com bin ation , an d it is suspected 
th at those in it fix the price of lum ber 
an d even go so far as to d ictate to the 
several m em bers to whom they shall 
sell. 
The d epartm en t is m akin g the in ­ 
vestigation on the id ea that prices are 
artificially m ain tain ed , just as they 
thin k they are kept 
up by the beef 
tru st an d other alleged com bin ation s 
which d eal in food stuffs.

p erso nal su p erv isio n o n the d o cks o f 
the W illiamsbu rg refinery o f the su gar 
tru st, ap p eared as a witness fo r the 
go v ernment at the trial o f Charles R. 
Heike, the secretary o f the co mp any , 
and fiv e o ther emp lo y es. 
Ju st befo re Sp itzer to o k the witness 
stand to tell all he knew o f the su gar 
frau d s, there was thru st into his hand s 
a p ard o n fro m the p resid ent o f the 
United States. It was signed by Presi­ 
d ent Taft o n May 19, the d ay fo llo wing 
a co nfessio n Sp itzer mad e to Sp ecial 
Pro secu to r Stimso n. 
The p ard o n was 
kep t u ntil the v ery mo ment that Sp it­ 
zer was called , ho wev er. 
On the stand Sp itzer d escribed in 
d etail the weighing frau d s and gav e 
ev id ence co nnecting Gerbracht, the 
general su p erintend ent, and Bend erna- 
gel, the cashier, who are amo ng the 
p resent d efend ants. 
He d id no t co m­ 
p licate Heike, with who m, he said , he 
had o nly a slight acq u aintance, Heike 
being in the Wall street o ffice all the 
time. It d id no t ap p ear as if the go v ­ 
ernment was d esiro u s o f d rawing Sp it­ 
zer o u t mu ch, and after he finished tes­ 
tify ing he was hu stled u p to the grand 
ju ry ro o m, where he remained two 
ho u rs. Then he was allo wed to go to 
his ho me in Flatbu sh. 
Had the ceiling o f the United States 
circu it co u rt ro o m su d d enly fallen 
u p o n them the fiv e lawy ers rep resent 
ing the d efend ants co u ld hard ly hav e 
been mo re greatly su rp rised than they 
were when Pro secu to r Stimso n su d 
d enly called o u t the name o f Oliv er 
Sp itzer and they saw walk into the 
co u rt ro o m, behind the to wering fo rm 
o f Chief Fly nn o f the secret serv ice, 
the man all su p p o sed to be in the big 
fed eral p riso n at Atlanta taking his 
med iciae. 
Their su rp rise was ev en 
greater when he p u lled fro m his p o ck 
et in resp o nse to their o bjectio n a p ar 
d o n fro m the p resid ent o n which the 
ink was scarcely d ried , and which had 
been o btained witho u t a hint o f it ev en 
beco ming p u blic. 
One o f the things 
that Sp itzer testified to was that fro m 
the time that they were o stensibly su s­ 
p end ed fo llo wing the d isco v ery o f the 
frau d s right u p u ntil they were sent 
to jail, the su gar tru st p aid the wages 
o f himself and the checkers co nv icted 
with him, the mo ney being bro u ght to 
him by Gerbracht at Sp itzer's ho u se 
and 
Sp itzer d istribu ting it to the 
o thers. 
The fact that the p ay ments sto p p ed 
when Sp itzer started fo r Atlanta and 
the o thers fo r Blackwell’s Island may 
p ro bably acco u nt fo r the statement 
Sp itzer mad e when he left fo r the p en 
itentiary when he rem arked bitterly 
that the co mp any had mad e a scap e­ 
go at o f him after twenty -nine y ears o f 
faithfu l serv ice, becau se so mebo d y had 
to go to p riso n to sav e tho se higher u p .

lie also adv ises dealers in butter 
to be careful from whom they buy , 
a> if the con traban d article is foun d 
in possession an d they can n ot tell 
where it came from, the gov ern men t 
proceeds on the theory that they do 
n ot wan t to tell or seek to 
shield 
some on e, an d prosecutes just the 
same as if the dealer were guilty of 
the adulteration himself. 
Pure food in spectors hav e in struc­ 
tion s to pay con siderable atten tion to 
butter within the n ex t few weeks on 
accoun t of the in troduction of these 
n ew machin es an d local* merchan ts 
will do well to be con stan tly on 
e:ua rd.
